ANSWER-BACK (A/B) 



FEATURE AND OPTION RECORD FORM 



• Position the cursor in the line immediately 
below the line beginning with A/B & PF 
Coding and directly beneath the first numerial 

(1) (See Fig. 1). 

• Enter the new answer-back code. 

NOTE 1 : A maximum of 40 characters may be 

used. If programmable functions are not used and 

the answer-back consists of less than 40 characters the 

last character of the answer-back must be followed by 

an underline character. 

NOTE 2: If all 40 characters are used in the answer-back 

code no PF codes can be entered. 

PROGRAMMABLE FUNCTIONS (PF) 

• Position the cursor in the line immediately below 
the line beginning with A/B & PF Coding and 
directly under the number following the last 
answer-back character. 

NOTE : If an answer-back is not present the 
cursor must be positioned directly beneath 
the first numerial (1). 

• Enter the first character 

NOTE: The first character of every PF sequence 
must be underlined. Underlining is accomplished 
by the sequence (character), (backspace ),(underline). 

•Enter the remainder of the PF sequence. 

•Enter the next PF sequence (up to 10 PF 
sequences may be entered). 

NOTE : The first PF sequence entered is controlled by 
the PF 1 key, the second by the PF2 key and so forth, up 
to PFO for the tenth sequence. 



PRINTER TABS 

•The 1 32 possible columns of a printer are designated 
across the display in two rows under PRINTER TABS, 
columns 1 through 80 appear first followed by columns 
81 through 132 (See Fig. 1). 

• To enter horizontal tab stops: 



— Position the cursor below the column number 
of the desired tab stop (using the CURSOR 
POSITIONING KEYS). 

— Enter either an upper case or lower case x. 

— Repeat the above steps for as many tab stops 
as required. 



NOTE : Do not enter horizontal tab positions beyond 
the right hand margin capability of the associated printer.

OPTION SELECTION MODE 



• Can be accessed in either: 



OPTION SETTING (STD/AET-TERMINAL-PRINTER ) 
* Place cursor over current option selection letter. 



— Local mode or 

— On line message preparation 
mode 



• Enter desired option selection letter 
(See Fig. 2) 

NOTE: Upper or lower case characters may be used. 



• To Access: 



— Depress CONTROL 
and HOME then 

— Depress CONTROL and 
LINE INSERT (VIEW CTRL 
key lights) 

OPTION SELECTIONS mode is 
displayed (See Fig. 1) 

NOTE: While in the Options selection 
mode the terminal is not available for 
auto answer. 



* The exit procedure depends on 
the method used to access; i.e., 
if accessed in local mode, to exit 
depress local mode key. 

• Clear display by depressing CLEAR 



• After all option changes have been entered, 
follow exit procedures. 

NOTE: If unable to clear display an invalid 
selection has been made. The invalid selection(s) 
will be shown in reverse video. 



A/B AND PF CODING LINE 

• This line has a maximum of 40 characters. 

• These 40 characters consist of one of the 
following: 



All answer-back codes 

All programmable functions or 

Combination of answer-back and 
programmable functions. In this 
selection the answer-back must 
be the first sequence of characters.
